If tho road was not built by the Township 
Councillors, and the people petionod tho Coun- 
ty Council in tho matter, ihey would levy a 
tax upon Ihe rateable properly of thu two 
Townships for tho Construction of the toad. 

Mr Stiles— No power is given a councilman 
to expend his Ward money upon the Tovm 
Lino; and the Council could not farce him lo 
itoeo, as it would bo acting illegally and un- 
justly, and would not stand tho teat of law. 

After fforne further discussion tho amendment 
of Mr. Doan'a was put and lost.— Yeas, Messrs. 
Doan and Holborn.
